8Ute and national elections require 


mneb thonght on political subjects, 
and the more thought there ie given to 
theee matter* tbe more interest there 
Ie taken aa a consequence of thonght 
npon tbe snbjeota included In these 
elections, or In politics. If It is not 
the chief desire at this time to learn 
the tendency of pablle feeling in poll- 
tioe, it Ie sorely one of the chief things 
there is to esoee a longing to procure 
Information on tbe eobject. Tbe oaoee 
there Ie fora desire to know hasita 
origin In the Interest taken by indi- 
vidual oonteetanta in tbe progreee of 
the general work inolnded in tbe con- 
tention, which is aa natural to the 
mind, ae it Is as systems are arranged 
for dey to follow night. 


Progress continnes to be made among 


tbe people that favor tbe election of 
Bryan, which Is outlined by well 
ascertained facts.
